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wherein the winding tunher comprises an arched iwisied lead. 


REMARKS 

Reconsiderauon of ihe above-identified jpplicaiion in view of the foregoing 
amenaments and the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-9, 13-17 and 21-34 were pendmg in this applicanon. The November 20, 
2002 Office Communication mdicated that at least claims 21-31 and 34 would be allowable if 
the claim amendmems were resubmitted. Applicant has now done so. and allowance is 
respectfully requested. 

AS to the remaining claims (nos. 1-9, 13-17, 32 and 33), it is respectfully assened 
thai ihis amendment places this case in condition for allowance by either canceling the rejected 
claims or amending them as suggested by the Examiner. First, claims 3, 5, 32 and 33 have been 
cancelled by this amendment. 

Second. Claims I, 2, 4, 6-9 and 13-17 have been placed in condition for 
allowance. The November 20, 2002 Ofllce Communication indicated that ihe amendments to 
claim 1 requested in our October 30. 2002 Amendment Alter Final would not be entered because 
they raised new issues, in the Examiner's view. Specifically, the Examiner objected to the 
addition into claim 1 of the claim elements of pending claim 5, without funher incorporating the 
elements of intervenmg claim 3. As requested. Applicants now resubmit the amendments to 
claim 1 funher incorporating the claim elements of claim 3. In addition, dependent claims 13. 15 
and 17 have been amended to depend from claim 1 instead of cancelled claim 3. 

In shon, the rejections of claims i-2, 4, 6-9. 13-17, 21-31 and 34 are now moot.
